Call Letter Chart #11 
The time-sharing arrangement formed in November of 1928 on 1450 kilocycles was made up of 
four small North Jersey broadcasters. W1I3s was founded by the New Jersey National Guard as a 
portable station, but soon found a permanent home in Elizabeth. WKBO operated out of the "New 
Jersey Observer" building in Jersey City. WNJ began as WRAZ and operated out of the “Radio 
Shop" in Newark. As WCBX, it briefly shared its frequency with WEBA, operating, out of the 
"Electric Shop” in suburban Highland Dark. This latter station was short-lived, but adopted a 
memorable slogan to match its sequentially assigned call-letters: “We Electrify By Appointment”. 


And finally, WBMS began in North Bergen, but soon relocated to Union City. Government records 
of 1930 show that WIBS changed its call-letters to WHOM and relocated to Jersey City, while 
newspapers of that period show WIBS and WKBO operating a single station wilh a consolidated 
callsign. In any case, WHOM lost no time in absorbing its time-sharing partners into a single 
station, which operates today in New York City as WZRC. 

This chart also shows the remarkable history of Washington, D.C.’s WIOV’, which actually 
began in 1926 in the Big Apple - as WT'RC Twelfth Assembly District Republican Club), In the 
summer of the following year it relocated to Virginia as WTFF, becoming one of the tation's most 
powerful broadcasters of its day. It became WJSV a short time later, moved to the nation's capital 
in the mid-1930's, and became WTOP in the 1940's. The way WTOP boon tito the New York 
metropolitan area at night, it may as well have a place on these charts! 

Two early short-lived stations are also shown on this chart. WNO wan operated ol of Jersey 
City by the Wireless Telephone Company of Hudson County, WIDBE wan a 0 watt utation in 


Flushing, Queens, which operated briefly as WGOP before being absorbed by frequency partner 
WBMS. 

Contemporary suburban stations on this chart include WJDM of Ilizabeth, WGH'T of Pompton 
Lakes, Morris County's long-silent WMHQ, and Long Island’s WTHKi.

For the history of Radio Democracy and the 193rd SOG, see the September 1994 issue of 
Monitoring Times. Allow me to share with you some of our conversation with the 
recruiter with you. The 193rd SOG is a reserve unit, that is, it only has a small cadre of 
active-duty (fulltime) personnel. The rest are reservists who train one weekend each 
month and for a two week block during the year, usually the summer. In times of crisis, 
a reserve unit will "activate", that is, all reserve personnel willl assume active-duty 
status. What is unusual about the 193rd is how often it activates - about 15-20 times a 
year ... the QSL policy is as follows: The 193rd will not comment on current operations, 
that is, a station they are currently running, so that you will have to wait until the 
operation is over and a particular station is no longer being broadcast. At that point, the 
unit will QSL reception reports. They can be addressed to: Public Affairs Officer, 193rd 
SOG, 81 Constellation Court, Middletown PA 17057-5086. Recordings are accepted but 
keep in mind that the PAO is a reservist and is only there one weekend a month so your 
reply may take a little while.”

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ChicagoLand AM Call-Letter History 
by Robert Harrison 


Chicago was a magnet of talent and innovation in the early days of broadcasting. Its location in 
the nation's mid-section allowed its powerful signals to stretch from coast to coast, and its 
broadcasts were monitored by fans across the country. It was only a matter of time before the 
Chicago airwaves became so congested that a crisis was bound to ensue. The story of these early 
days, and the dramatic events that led to the formation of the regulatory body now known as the 
Federal Communications Commission, is told in this history of the greater Chicago area AM call- 
letters. ‘ 

For purposes of this article, the greater Chicago area contains the following counties. In Illinois: 
Cook, DuPage, Lake, McHenry, Kane, DeKalb, Kendall, Grundy, and Will. In Indiana: Lake, Porter, 
and LaPorte. And in Wisconsin: Kenosha. : 

This brief chronology of the evolution of the AM broadcasting band in the United States should 
be helpful as you review the charts. 

1922 - This marked the first full year of significant activity in Chicago and across the country. 
Chicago's first broadcasting station, KYW, had been licensed late in 1921. In those early 
days, all stations shared a single frequency of 360 meters, approximately 833 kilocycles. 
Shortly thereafter, the Commerce Department, which regulated radio activity in the 
United States, allocated 485 meters (619 kilocycles) for weather and stock-market reports, 
and 400 meters (750 kilocycles) as a second entertainment wavelength for quality, high- 
powered stations. Since many stations were authorized for several wavelengths based on 
the particular type of programming at a given hour, we simplified the charts by omitting 
these alternative frequencies. 

6/30/23 - Faced with an explosive growth in the popularity of radio broadcasting, the Commerce 
Department took a bold step forward and allocated a significant portion of the radio 
spectrum, from 550 kilocycles to 1350 kilocycles, for broadcasting purposes, with stations 
to be spaced 10 kilocycles apart. Chicago's nine existing stations were distributed across 
the band, and many new stations were soon authorized as well. The broadcast band was 
further expanded to 1500 kilocycles a short time later. 

1926 - After a few years of orderly growth, the industry was thrown into disarray when Chicago 
broadcaster WJAZ successfully challenged the Commerce Department's authority to 
assign station licenses, frequencies, and power levels. New stations were soon popping 
up all over, and many existing stations jumped frequencies in an often futile attempt to 
avoid interfering signals. In greater Chicago, the number of broadcasters increased from 
40 to 57, and many of the previously established stations either increased their power or 
shifted frequencies. 

4/26/27 - The Federal Radio Commission, newly empowered by Congress to regulate the 
broadcasting industry, implemented its initial, temporary plan to reorganize the 
broadcasting portion of the radio spectrum. In Chicago, changes were limited in scope. 
Only two stations were eliminated from the overcrowded airwaves; most stations were 
allowed to remain on the frequencies they currently occupied. 

6/15/27 - The FRC implemented what it hoped would be a permanent assignment of station 
frequencies. It attempted to eliminate crowded conditions through the use of time sharing 
plans, whereby certain stations would operate on the same frequency in accordance with 
a pre-arranged schedule. Nearly every Chicago-area station was compelled to share its 
frequency with one, two, or three other stations. While their operating hours were limited, 
no Chicago-area stations were eliminated at this point; in fact, a couple of new ones were 
squeezed in. 

12/1/27 - The FRC modified frequency assignments for about 10% of the nations broadcasters to try 
to alleviate crowded conditions on the broadcast band, but it readily became apparent 
that more drastic measures were needed. 

11/11/28 - On this red-letter day in broadcasting history, the FRC implemented entirely new 
frequency assignments with the creation of clear, regional, and local channels. The 
broadcast band thus took on the shape we recognize today. In Chicago the FRC took 
extraordinarily drastic measures to eliminate the crowded conditions on the broadcast 
band. Roughly 25 of 57 Chicago-area broadcasters were eliminated, either through 
mergers with other stations, relocations to other areas of the country, or outright license 
terminations. And many of the survivors found themselves in highly restrictive time- 
sharing arrangements. ; 

The 1930's - This was a decade of consolidation. With the nation mired in a terrible economic 
depression, most broadcasters found it impossible to operate profitably with airtime 
severely limited by restrictive time-sharing arrangements. The more financially secure

stations quickly "gobbled up" their weaker share-time partners, thereby extending their 
own hours. By the middle of the decade, the number of broadcasters in the greater 
Chicago area dropped from 32 to 18. 

3/29/41 - In conjunction with the expansion of the broadcast band to 1600 kilocycles, a final major 
frequency reallocation was implemented. Entire blocks of frequency assignments were 
shifted up by 10, 20, 30, or 40 kilocycles. For example, all assignments between 1200 and 
1450 kilocycles shifted up 30 kilocycles. In the years that followed, Many new 
broadcasting licenses were granted, particularly in suburban locations.

Our overview of Chicago's AM call-letter history begins just across the state line in Indiana, 
with one of the most persistent and aggressive broadcasters ever to grace the airwaves. WJKS was 
still under construction in April of 1927 when the Federal Radio Commission shut the door tight 
on new station allocations in the Chicago area. Undeterred, WJKS took its case to a special, highly 
publicized hearing with the commissioners on 8/3/27, and emerged victorious. A spot on the dial 
was somehow carved out for the station. And what a magnificent station it must have been! 
According to a Musing from Steve Bezilla which appeared in the 3/7/83 (vol 50 #21) DX News, 
both the lakeside 125-foot towers and the majestic ballroom studios were a sight to behold. Closely 
associated with the United States Steel Company, WJKS was the voice of Gary, Indiana's sprawling 
stee] mills, with the sounds of anvils and steelworkers' riveters as its "theme song". 

The WJKS slogan was “Where Joy Kills Sorrow", but the call-letters actually stood for the 
station's owners: Johnson, Kennedy, and Son. Thomas J. Johnson was a wealthy construction 
contractor in the rapidly expanding steeltown; Frances Kennedy, his wife, was a celebrated 
vaudeville comedienne; and their son was Thomas Johnson, Jr. 

On the face of it, WJKS did rather well in the all-important November, 1928 frequency 
allocations. It shared its assigned 1360 ke frequency with only one other broadcaster: WGES. But 
the ever aggressive WJKS jealously eyed the 560 ke spot held by popular WIBO, and Sunday- 
morning broadcaster WPCC ("We Preach Christ Crucified"), operated by the North Shore 
Congregational Church. (Two other stations not on the chart - WNAX of Yankton, $.D. and WHA 
of Madison, Wisc. - also shared the 560 ke frequency for a brief period.) WJKS initiated litigation, 
arguing that Indiana had been short-changed by the FRC, and it emerged victorious. On June 12, 
1933, WJKS moved to 560 kc, and WIBO and WPCC sadly passed into history. A week later, WJKS 
renamed itself to WIND in honor of its home state. Ironically, WIND abandoned Indiana a decade 
later and moved to Chicago, where it has remained to this day. 

The other big winner to emerge from all of this was WFBM of Indianapolis. When WJKS moved 
from 1360 kc, its share-time partner WGES failed to gain full-time status on that frequency. 
Instead, it was compelled to share time with South Bend, Indiana’s WSBT, the “South Bend 
Tribune” station which moved to 1360 from 1230 kc. WFBM of Indianapolis, which had been 
sharing time with WSBT on 1230, was upgraded to fulltime status. WSBT and WGES eventually 
gained fulltime status in March of 1941, when WGES shifted up to 1390 kc and WSBT moved to 
960 ke. For purposes of the Chicago charts, WSBT is shown only for the period of time it shared 
time with a Chicago station. The lower-case letters on the chart indicate the station is outside the 
geographical scope of this chart series. 

WGES has a fascinating history all its own. It began in 1923 as WTAY, and was purchased in 
1925 by Mr. H.C. Lewis, president of the Coyne Electrical School, which advertised nationally: 
“Learn electricity in twelve weeks, in the great shops of Coyne.” He renamed the station WGES, for 
“World's Greatest Electrical School". The station operated with a powerful 500 watts in downtown 
Chicago, drowning out many other stations on the dial, and creating a lot of ill-will, especially 
among area DX'ers who were unable to hear distant signals beneath its splatter. Mr. Lewis, in his 
words, “practically gave" the station away in 1929 after several attempts to sell it fell through. 
Afterward, Mr. Lewis said, “I could never trace any benefit from it. Quite the contrary, I see 
absolutely no value in a school operating a radio station.” 

Although the historical trend in broadcasting has been to eliminate time-sharing, Chicago's 
current arrangement on 1450 kHz is of recent origin. When WVON moved from 1450 kHz to 1390 
kHz, replacing WGES's successor WNUS in 1975 (see chart #8), fine-arts FM’er WFMT was 
temporarily assigned to fill the void on 1450 until a permanent replacement was named. In 1979 
two stations - WCEV and WXOL - were given the nod to share the frequency. WXOL is now known 
as WVON, but is unrelated to the original station of that name. 

Also on chart #1 are a few of Chicago's many early broadcasters. WGAS (the Ra-Di-Co 
organization) and WNAJ (the Benson Company) lasted less than a year, and Chicago's city-owned 
WBU lasted only a little longer. WOBB was established by the Longacre Engineering and 
Construction Company at 540 kc, at a time the standard broadcast band began at 550 kc. It failed 
to survive the initial FRC allocations of April of 1927.

WGU was established by the “Chicago Daily News" and The Fair, a Chicago department store 
where the studios were located, and began broadcasting on April 12, 1922. During the early 1920's, 
four-position call-letters were assigned sequentially by the Commerce Department and could not 
be customized for individual broadcasters. However, when callsign WMAQ came up in sequence, 
the Daily News grabbed it for its station to honor its publisher, William A. Quinn. In May of 1923, 
the Daily News bought out the Fair's interest in the station and relocated it to the LaSalle Hotel. 
During the mid-1920's, WMAQ shared its frequency with WQJ, owned by the Calumet Baking 
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Powder Company. The Daily News bought out WQJ in March of 1927 and shut down the station 
altogether in November of 1928. Throughout the 1920's WMAQ was among the nation's most 
popular stations, and helped launch the careers of such stars as Fibber McGee and Molly, and Red 
Skelton. It has retained the same call letters and the same frequency since June of 1923. 

WDAP was hastily constructed atop Chicago's Wrigley Building in one week early in 1922 by 
two radio amateurs, J. Elliott Jenkins and Thorne Donnelley. It suffered from severe technological 
shortcomings, and it was struck by lightning and destroyed in July of 1922. The men decided to 
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rebuild atop the Drake Hotel, converting two underutilized handball courts into studios and 
Stringing an antenna between flag masts on the roof. The new station was an instant engineering 
success, with clear reception reported from New Jersey to California. The station was purchased 
around 1923 by the Chicago Board of Trade. In 1924, when the "Chicago Tribune” decided to enter 
the broadcasting field, it initially began its broadcasts with the callsign WGN ("World's Greatest 
Newspaper") from a facility atop the Edgewater Beach Hotel at the north end of the city. (This will 
be covered in chart #5.) Aiter only a few weeks however, on July 15, 1924, the Tribune relocated its 
station to the Drake Hotel, and the WDAP was replaced by WGN. 
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When the Commerce Department was stripped of its regulatory authority in 1926, one of the 
first stations to take to the air in the unregulated environment was WCEL, operated by the Chicago 
Federation of Labor as the "voice of labor". For some unknown reason WCF 
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appears, since the two stations were limited to daylight hours. WCBD moved to 820 ke shortly after 
the March 1941 broadcast band expansion, and changed its name to WAIT the same year. In 1947 
the Christian Catholic Church of Zion, associated with the old WCBD, decided it wanted to get 
back into broadcasting. A new WCBD was licensed, sharing time with WAIT. WCBD operated 
only on Sundays; a 1958 listing shows it operated four hours a week, in two, two-hour Sunday 
time slots. In 1959 WCBD closed down, and the time-sharing arrangement was dissolved. 
Meanwhile WAIT operated over four decades with the same callsign, and then underwent five 
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callsign changes - as shown on the chart - in the past ten years. Meanwhile, WMBI has continued 
under the same ownership and callsign for nearly seventy years. 

WMBH was among the matty tiny stations established during the unregulated days of 1926. It 
was operated by a Mr. Edwin Dudley Aber, and escaped the overcrowded Chicago airwaves by 
relocating to Joplin, Missouri in 1927. It has operated with its original, sequentially assigned call- 
letters for nearly seventy years.

Two early short-lived stations began broadcasting from Sycamore, Illinois at the end of 1925. 
WJBN was the voice of St. John’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, and WOCG operated as the “Triple 
Alliance Radio Station”. Nether lasted more than three months. Two other short-lived stations 
operated out of Chicago: WPAD was owned by W.A. Wieboldt & Co., while WSAH was owned a 
Mr. A.J. Leonard, Jr. 
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Licensed in November 1921, KYW was Westinghouse's fourth station (after KDKA, WBZ, and 
WJZ), and Chicago's first. According to radio folklore, when a Westinghouse official expressed 
surprise with the unusual call-letters assigned to the new station, he was told to go "Kiss Your 
Wife". The February 1922 Radio News reported that the initial KYW test broadcast of the Chicago 
Grand Opera from atop the Commonwealth Edison Building was heard by more than 50,000 
persons on their amateur radio equipment. The article noted, “Great batches of letters began 
coming in from Texas, North Carolina, Vermont, Minnesota, Canada and many other places 
reporting that they heard the preliminary tests perfectly." It also stated, "No longer will the lucky 
parents of amateur radio fans be required to dress up in evening togs for the opera’, and noted that 
“Westinghouse Station KYW will be in operation all season." It was indeed the dawn of the 
broadcasting era in Chicago; too bad the article did not mention the exact date of this memorable 
event. 

Westinghouse established station KFKX in Hastings, Nebraska near the geographical center of 
the U.S. around 1924 to give its network programs the widest possible coverage. When asked to 
shut down this powerful transmitter by the newly empowered Federal Radio Commission in 1927, 
Westinghouse moved the callsign to Chicago, using it in place of KYW when broadcasting 
agricultural programs. Eventually the KYW-KFKX dual-callsign came into use, and the KFKX call- 
letters were finally dropped for good in 1933. In 1934, the regulatory authorities determined that 
the eastern U.S. had been shortchanged in the 1928 frequency allocations, and Westinghouse was 
compelled to relocate KYW to Philadelphia, remaining on the same clear-channel frequency. This 
took place amidst much publicity on December 2, 1934. The call-letters were again moved in 1956, 
this time to Cleveland where Westinghouse had purchased a station, while the Philadelphia 
facility became WRCV. When Westinghouse was ordered to sell the Cleveland station in 1965, the 
KYW callsign travelled back to Philadelphia, where it remains to this day. 

The Chicago Radio Laboratory, maker of the popular Zenith-brand radio, began its first 
broadcasting venture atop the Edgewater Beach Hotel in the northern end of Chicago in March 
1923 with the callsign WJAZ. On March 29, 1924 the facility began operating under the direction of 
the Chicago Tribune as WGN ("World's Greatest Newspaper"), while Zenith retained the WJAZ 
call-letters by assigning them to a small portable transmitter it was experimenting with. On June 1, 
the Tribune moved its operation to a better facility at the Drake Hotel, as described in chart #2; the 
rest of the WJAZ story is covered in chart #11. After the Tribune left, the Edgewater Beach Hotel 
operated the station on its site as WEBH with the slogan "The Voice of the Great Lakes". The station 
enjoyed its greatest success with the comedy duo of Charles Correll and Freeman Gosden, who 
would later be known as Amos'n' Andy. Although it was sharing time with WJJD through most of 
1927 and 1928, WEBH was slated to enter into a time-sharing arrangement with Westinghouse's 
KYW in November 1928. Unwilling to share its frequency, Westinghouse bought out WEBH before 
the time-sharing began. The Edgewater Beach facility was used briefly with the callsign KYWA as 
a synchronous booster at the north end of the city for KYW but was abandoned altogether by 1930. 

WJJD was founded by and named for James J. Davis, who served as Secretary of Labor under 
three U.S, presidents. Davis was also Director General of the Loyal Order of Moose fraternal 
organization, and his station used the slogan "Call of the Moose". The station has used the same 
call-letters for over seventy years. 

A couple of early short-lived broadcasters are also shown on this chart. WIBL was owned by 
Chicago's McDonald Radio Company, while WIBD was owned by X-L Radio Service in nearby 
Joliet. 
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An interesting feature of the November 1928 broadcast-band reconfiguration was the creation of 
six local, or "graveyard" frequencies, which served as a sort of dumping ground for the many low- 
power stations that were scattered across the dial. In the immediate Chicago area, two of those 
frequencies, 1200 and 1210, became the new home for three stations each. 

WWAE, WRAF, and WCLO were assigned to 1200 kc. WWAE had been established in “Electric 
Park" in Plainfield, Illinois in the mid-1920's but quickly moved to the Alamo Dance Hall in Joliet. 
In November 1928 it moved to Hammond, Indiana, changing its callsign to WJOB around 1940. 
WRAF was started by “The Radio Club" of LaPorte, Indiana in the mid-1920's as “the voice of the 
Maple City”. In 1931 it moved to South Bend, outside the scope of our charts, but still sharing time 
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with WWAE and WCLO, and it took on the callsign WFAM. Shortly after the March 1941 
broadcast-band expansion, it ceased operations. WCLO was established in Camp Lake, Wisconsin 
("the Playground of the Lake Region") in 1925, and in 1926 it boosted its power considerably and 
established an office in Chicago, posing as a city-based station. In 1928 it relocated to Kenosha, 
and in 1930 it moved to its present home in Janesville, far enough away from its Indiana share- 
time partners to allow it to begin broadcasting fulltime. 
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The November 1928 allocations assigned WCRW, WEDC, and WSBC to a time-sharing 
arrangement on 1210 ke. The oldest of the three, WSBC, had been established in 1925 by the World 
Storage Battery Company. The other two began during the days of “non-regulation in 1926: 
WCRW by Clinton R. White, and WEDC by the Emil Denemark Corporation. The three stations 
had nothing to do with each other until the November 1928 plan went into effect, and they have 
remained share-time partners ever since. It is the only three-way time-sharing arrangement still in 
effect on the broadcast band, and its durability has long intrigued radio hobbyists and industry 
watchers.

Among the early Chicago stations with the shortest lives were WIL, which was operated by 
H.B. Saal & Co. for three months in 1924, WHBT, which operated out of Downer's Grove, Illinois for 
three months in 1925, and WKBA, owned by Chicago-based Arrow Battery Corporation. WHBT 
had such a brief life-span that the Commerce Department's bulletins didn't even list its frequency. 
NRC member Jim Roggentine however researched old newspapers in a local library and found 
listings for the station on 1450 kc, with one or two hours of programming a day, three or four days 
a week.

Three other early stations are also shown on this chart; all failed to win spots on the dial in the 
November 1928 frequency allocations. WFKB was named for its owner, Francis K. Bridgman of 
Chicago, and had listings for both classical and popular music in the Chicago Tribune in 1927. 
WPEP was operated out of Waukegan by Maurice Mayer. WLTS was the broadcasting voice of 
Chicago's highly regarded Lane Technical High School, and it is the station we have the most 
information about.

Lane Technical was a recognized leader in wireless experimentation even before the age of 
broadcasting. Most of the credit seemed to go to Mr. Jack Callanan (amateur callsign 9AOY), who 
assisted early commercial broadcasters in constructing their stations. An article in the May 1921 
Science and Invention magazine featured a photo of Lane Technical H.S. students working on their 
wireless equipment, along with a story about "the Board of Education plan to establish wireless 
telegraph outfits in Chicago's high schools." According to S.E. Frost Jr's book "Education's Own 
Stations", however, Lane Technical High School, "in February, 1923, established a radio station asa 
school project, financed wholly by the school as a private venture. No support was given this early 
station by the Chicago Board of Education or other outside agency.” In any event, the station was 
licensed in June, 1925, and in 1927 it began sharing time with WCFL on 620 ke. In 1928, WLTS 
was granted a hearing before the Federal Radio Commission to determine whether its license 
would be renewed, but the school couldn't afford to send a representative to Washington to defend 
its interests, and its license was cancelled. The school's principal, Charles E. Lang, stated, "In the 
light of the present development of radio it was inevitable that such an enterprise was doomed to 
fail if attempted by any organization not able to command any considerable revenue from some 
independent source.” Without a doubt, the many Chicago-area broadcasters who were unable to 
continue on the air after November of 1928 were in complete agreement.

Perhaps the most restrictive time-sharing arrangement established in Chicago in November 
1928 was on the local 1310 kc frequency. Here, five stations were required to schedule themselves 
on the same wavelength. 

Two of the five were located in Joliet. WCLS was started as WJBI in June of 1925 by Mr. H.M. 
Couch; WKBB, "the Voice of Joliet", began in October of 1925 by the Sanders Brothers. For most of 
their early history they shared time on various frequencies. In late 1932, WKBB relocated across the 
state to East Dubuque, and the time-sharing arrangement between the two stations was dissolved. 
WKBB later moved across the state line to Dubuque, Iowa, and has operated as WDBQ since the 
mid-1950's. 

The other three stations involved in the 1928 arrangement were WHFC, WKBI, and WEHS. 
WHFC originated at the Hotel Flanders of Chicago in 1926. WKBI was founded by Fred 
Schoenwolf the same year. WEHS began at Evanston Township High School a year earlier. Late in 
1929, the Federal Radio Commission must have realized a five-way time-sharing plan was 
impractical, and these three stations were moved to another local channel, 1420 kc. In 1936, WKBI 
and WEHS were’ absorbed by WHFC, which thereby gained full-time status. WHFC, which by this 
time had relocated to Cicero, billed itself as "the Voice of the West Towns". During the Civil Rights 
era of the mid-1960's, WHFC became WVON (Voice of the Negro), and around 1976 moved to 1390 
kHz, where it operates today as WGCI. The dispostion of the abandoned 1450 ke frequency was 
covered in chart 1. 

Another early Chicago-area broadcaster was WRBC, established by the Immanuel Lutheran 
Church in Valparaiso, Indiana in 1924. Its callsign stood for "World Redeemed by Christ". The 


station survived the November 1928 frequency allocations but ceased operations a year and a half 
later.

A quaint and curious group of stations known as "portables" were established in many parts of 
the country in the early days of broadcasting. The undisputed "king of the portables" was Charles 
Lewis Carrell, who owned seven portable broadcasting stations licensed to Chicago in the mid- 
1920's. C.L. Carrell owned a theatrical booking agency, bringing acts to various theatres 
throughout the region; he sent his portable stations along to towns lacking a station as a special 
attraction for the audiences. The stations rarely operated for more than a week or two at any 
location. All seven stations used sequential callsigns allocated from the "W-B-" block. 

In August, 1928 the Federal Radio Commission cancelled all portable station licenses. C.L. 
Carrell allowed three of the stations - WIBJ, WHBM, and WKBG - to expire. (We couldn't squeeze 
WKBG onto this chart; it appears on chart 11.) The other four were able to continue only by 
relocating outside Chicago; all four continue to operate to this day, and all four retained their 
original call-letters for over six decades! 

WBBZ happened to be operating in Ponca City, Oklahoma when the portable licenses were 
suspended in 1928, so the station was granted a permanent license there, and Mr. Carrell moved to 
Oklahoma to manage it. Carrell died in 1934, but ownership of the station remained with the 
Carrell family until 1949. 

WHBL put down roots in Sheboygan, Wisconsin, where it continues to operate to this day. It 
briefly shared its frequency with Rockford, Iinois’ KFLV, not shown on the chart.

WIBW moved to Topeka, Kansas, where it entered into a time-sharing arrangement with KFH of 
Wichita on 1300 ke. In 1930 WIBW moved to 580 kc, where it shared time with KSAC (Kansas 
State Agricultural College). Today, WIBW continues to share time with KSAC's successor, KKSU 
(Kansas State University). 

WIBM found a permanent home in Jackson, Michigan, with a slogan "The Gypsy Station" 
which recalled its wandering past. it initially shared its frequency with Detroit's WJBK. WIBM 
recently changed its call-letters to WCXI.

We already covered the story of WJAZ’s beginnings as Chicago Radio Laboratory's facility at the 
Edgewater Beach Hotel in chart #5. Upon terminating its interests at the hotel in 1924, Chicago 
Radio Laboratory retained the coveted WJAZ callsign by assigning it to a portable broadcasting 
station, while it proceeded to construct a new, permanent station. (They also maintained a second 
portable station as WSAX.) When the new station was completed late in 1925, the Commerce 
Department delivered unwelcome news: the radio dial had become too crowded to permit a new 
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station to take to the airwaves. The best that could be done was to allow WJAZ to broadcast on 930 
ke from 7 until 9 pm on Thursday evening, when a Denver station on that frequency observed a 
"silent night". The folks at WJAZ decided to take matters into their own hands. Asserting that the 
Commerce Department had no legal authority over the matter, they began operating on a frequency 
of their choice, 910 ke, which until then had been restricted to Canadian broadcasters. 

A letter from NRC member Gene Martin describes what happened next: "In a subsequent court 
action, the licensing powers of the Commerce Department were struck down. WJAZ had won. 
This set off a period nationwide when any station was able to pick its own frequency, and a good 
many of them picked out more desirable spots. That time was often described as the breakdown of 
radio law in the US., a time of ‘wave jumping’ by stations. In a good many cases, some station 
selecting a new frequency would settle down on a spot tao close to some other station, not far 
enough away to prevent a squeal between the two signals.” 

Gene Martin continues: "I was actively DXing all during that period and I can tell you the radio 
spectrum was a mass of whistles at night. A most interesting time all right, but not from the 
viewpoint of the radio listener who only wanted to hear his favorite station at night. This chaos 
was not ended until Congress established the Federal Radio Commission, in 1927." 

The broadcast band reconfiguration of 1928 marked the beginning of the end for WJAZ, which 
was assigned to a three-way time-sharing arrangement with WORD and WHT at 1080 kc. WORD 
was a religious station based in Batavia, while WHT of Deerfield had gained notoriety during the 
days of airwave piracy by operating on different wavelengths day and night. Also on 1080 kc was 
WCKY, a station newly established in Covington, Kentucky to give the South a greater presence on 
the airwaves. WCKY won the frequency all to itself in a hard-fought courtroom battle and by the 
end of 1931, the three Chicago stations were gone for good. 

Another station which fared poorly in the 1928 broadcast band reconfiguration was WOK, 
which began in 1924 as WCBZ at the Capotelli Brothers Music House in Chicago Heights. WOK 
apparently was quite a popular station in its day, and widely heard as well; the New York Times 
regularly listed its program schedule for east coast listeners. But WOK was a notorious wave pirate 
as well, and the authorities decided in 1928 to eliminate the station. WOK pursued the matter in 
the courts but lost. Also eliminated was WMBB, which had consolidated its operations with WOK 
a year earlier, and which operated as “the station on the Triannon Ballroom". The WOK-WMBB 
combination probably represented the Chicago airwaves’ most significant loss in the November, 
1928 frequency reallocations, 

WHIP was the first new station to take to the airwaves in the Chicago area in the 1930's. 
Operated by the Hammond, Indiana Lake County Times newspaper, WHIP did not succeed 
financially. It was bought out by The Clricago Sun in 1942 and changed its call-letters to WJWC. 
The new owners were unable to obtain equipment during the war to expand the station's coverage 
area to include Chicago itself, and in April of 1943 they suspended operations and relinquished 
their license.

Our final chart takes a look at a number of stations which were eliminated by the Federal Radio 
Commission and its 1928 frequency reconfiguration plan. Three stations that had been sharing 
time on 1210 ke were eliminated. WJBA was operated by D.H. Lentz Jr. of Joliet, WKDR by Edward 
Dato of Kenosha, Wisconsin, and WLBT by Harold Wendell of Crown Point, Indiana. We don't 
know for sure, but the federal authorities probably viewed all three as amateur operations 
masquerading as commercial broadcasting stations. 

Also eliminated in 1928 were WJBZ, operated by Palmer & Capottelli, and related to WCBZ on 
the previous chart; WNBA, operated by M.T. Rafferty of Forest Park; and WKBG, a C.L. Carrell 
station already noted in the narrative accompanying chart #9. 

Other early, short-lived stations include WOAR, operated from Kenosha, Wisconsin by Henry P. 
Lundskow, and WWAY, a short-lived pioneer broadcaster from Chicago's Marigold Gardens. 

WABA went on the air in 1923, thanks to the efforts of two students at Lake Forest College who 
had constructed a station. In the course of two years, the station operated intermittently, with only 
a few entertainment programs and no educational broadcasting. In 1925 the Department of 
Commerce refused-to renew the station's license because they felt the station was not serving the 
public interest. College authorities were convinced that the expense of maintaining the station - 
small as it was - was not worthwhile, and they did not protest the Commerce Department's action. 
WABA passed into history. Today, the college operates a low-power FM station.

Nominated individuals, or the person making the 
nomination, may submit a brief statement for 
publication which I will distribute along with the 
ballots in September." Any NRC member who is 
‘interested in serving on the Board should contact 
NRC's ANARC rep, Dave Schmidt, as soon as 
possible. You could have some real impact on the 
future of the hobby by serving on the board and 
making decisions.

And, as you may notice by the 
above address, I'm now DXing from a new location. I moved up here on 5/20 and immediately 
began building up logbooks for both AM & FM. The AM logbook was already off to a healthy start, 
thanks to a bandscan I did here on 4/22/89 (see V5713 for results). The IA Great Lakes Region is 
located on nearly the highest point of land in the state, and that may be more than just a slight 
factor in the excellent DXing environment this area provides. 9 states and 1 Canadian province can 
be heard here in the daytime (the Canadian is CJOB-680). No less than 6 stations from ND come in 
on a regular basis. In fact, the signal strength of KFYR-550 & KFGO-790 is nothing short of mind- 
boggling!

CPC Tests heard this season 
include KA2XAU-1620, WBZY-1200, RVC-535, WLLS-1600, WGNY-1200, WEAQ-790, WNQM- 
1300, WSUI-910, WPWA-1590 & CFRY-920. Veries have been received from all except WLLS 
(reception was too poor to send a report), RVC & CFRY. I missed out on a chance to hear a new 
state (NV) as searches for KUSA-1660 turned up empty. For a while, it seemed like everyone and 
his gerbil were hearing them. A new frequency opened up here on 950 when CKBB went silent. 
New 950 logs this season include WCNZ, WROL, WXGI, WCIN, KOEL & WGTA. CHOO-1390 
also went silent but I've logged nothing new on that frequency thus far. The 2 major DX 
happenings in the Toronto area were the CKYC/CJCL-1430/590 frequency swap and the end of 
the nightly silent period on CBL as the CBC English network began rebroadcasting shortwave 
programs. In the weeks leading up to 2/6 (when Fan-1430 became Fan-590), 1 was eagerly 
anticipating the new DX horizons on 1430, as well as 1410, 1420, 1440 & 1450 being free from slop.

Current totals are roughly 1340 
heard & 430 verified. I'm probably good for about 3 veries a year these days. Best catches? 
Probably KGHL-790 or KXVQ-1500; from Winnipeg I'd say KGU-760 or CBY-990. Last FM verie 
received was from KPTY-94.7. I was not very active this past season. I attended 2 different MARE 
(MI Area Radio Enthusiasts) DXpeditions in Brighton, MI & spent most of the time on SW! The last 
time I made a real attempt at AM DX was on 4/7 when I tried KUSA-1660 from a less noisy 
location N of the city. No luck with KUSA but I did manage to log Miami on 790, Columbians on 
960 & 1170, Venezuela on 940 and several UNID LA's on the car radio. Locally, the radio dial 
seems to be more of the same. 1430 (CKYC, formerly CJCL & CKFH) continues to run satellite 
country keeping the frequency warm for the prospective purchaser.

And it seems that just 
about every town in ON has one station that has jumped on the 'Good Time Oldies’ satellite 
bandwagon, although some stations still run local programming during drive times.

Sixteen months ago, KTOZ in 
Springfield, Mo., was bankrupt. 
Dead in the water. 

But even though it’s a tiny 
AM station with only 500 watts 
of power, and it just broadcasts 
in the daytime, it was the only 
station in town where you 
could hear popular standards. 

So 19 listeners got together, 
formed a corporation and in 
June 1994 .bought the place. 
They also became its staff. Ron 
Johnson, 57, a onetime Bip 
Band leader and rock jock, was 
the biggest investor, and he he- 
came the general manager. All 
19 became deejays. They also 
pay bills, clean sinks and pro 
duce ads. 

Quite obviously, this ia a In 
bor of love. All 19 shareholders 
hold down other Jobs. No one 
has been paid a penny by 
KTOZ, and so far (he cooper 


ative spirit is holding. Last 
Thursday two jocks couldn'l 
make it, s0 someone elie took a 
two-hour lunch break at hls job 
so he could come over and do 
an hour and a halfon the alr. 
The formal is “good music” 
from the '308 to (he ‘0s. Big 
bands, some Hrrry Connick, 
some Sinatra, blues, rock. 


Johnson crentod the general 
outline, which Is “radio as it 
used to be,” and the Jocks pick 
all the music. 

“They love If,” says Johnson, 
and the Hslonors seem to agree: 
“When wo bought the station, 
It was 26th oul of 26 in the mar- 
ket. Now we're 12." 

Revenue ty also pleking up. 

“Monthly Income when we 
{ook over was $120 a month,” 
says Johnson, laughing. “Now 


we can pay the overhead.” 

In fact, Johnson sees the day 
KTOZ will make money and 
pay the staff. 

A happy story, right? 

Sour note: Jaie in June, 


Johnson had a visit from 
Charles Moryian of the U.S. De- 
partment of labor's Wage and 


Hour Division, who told him a 
for-profil business cannot legal- 
ly be run by volunteer labor. 
The government may file a suit 
ask lng that KOZ be ordered to 
pay back wages, Morgan 
wiuned (hus giving the gov- 
ernment tts income tax and So- 
Chal Security cuts). 

‘This could shut down the sta- 


{ion, says Johnson, who per- 
sonully faces a $10,000 fine and 
4x months in jail, 


“The purpose of this law is to 
prevent sweatshops,” he says. 
“l¢veryone here knows exactly 
whit they’re doing, and wants 
to do it. We’re not against the 
vovernment or laws. We are 
against arrogant bureaucracy.” 

Morgan could not be reached 
for comment, but . Johnson 
plans to fight. For starters, he 
will not hand over the names 
and addresses of KTOZ volun- 
teers, saying that because 
they’re volunteers, he doesn’t 
have to. 


Helping hands: He’s had 
hundreds of offers for help and 
free legal service, he says. His 
U.S. representative and sen- 
ators have promised an inqui- 
ry, and while the next move is 
the Labor Department’s, John- 
son says it’s now a matter of 
principle. 

“This case could affect volun- 
teers everywhere,” he says. 
“This man is saying that if you 
own a small business, your 
wife can’t do your books. 

“Our freedoms are being 
chipped away,” says Johnson. 

And then he’s off to take his 
air shift.
